— The agreement printed below, which has been entered into 
by the Eaizam High School Association, Meerut, in accordance with the provisions o± 
Part VII of the Land Acquisition Act (T of 1894) is hereby published for general in- 
formation under section 42 of the said Act : — 

This agreement entered into this twenty-thiid day of August 1922, between the 
Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) of 
the one part and the Eaizam High School Association, Meerut, an Association registered 
under the Societies Registration Act, A XI of 18UU (hereinafter called tho said Associa- 
tion), of the other part. W hereas the aJoresaid Association has made an application 
to the Government of the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh (hereinafter called the 
Local Government) to acquire loi the puiposes of the said Association under the 
provisions of the Land Acquisition Ad, 1 of 4891, the plots of land described in 
the schedule attached to these piesonts and more particularly delineated on the map or 
plan hereto annexed amounting to 1 bigha 8 bisvas ! biswansis 8[J tiBwansis, i.e., 2 
roods 37 poles of land and Whereas the aforesaid Local Government is satisfied that 
the said Association is an Association \\ ithin the meaning oi section 3 (e) of the aforesaid 
Land Acquisition Act, 1 of 1894 and Whereas the aioresaid Local Government after 
making and holding such an enquiry as is required and prescribed by law is satisfied 
tliat the acquisition of tho aforesaid land required by the said Association is needed 
for the construction of some work and that such woik is likely to prove useful to the 
public And Whereas under section 41 of the aforesaid Land Acquisition Act, 1 of 1894, 
the said Association is required to entei into an agreement with the {Secretary of State 
regarding matters specified in the afoiesaid section. It is hereby agreed and declared 
as follows: — 

1. That the said Association will pay to the Local Government or such person or 
persons whom the Local Government may appoint in this behalf all such Bums of money 
as shall be awarded under the provisions oi t^e aforesaid Land Acquisition Act, I of 
1894, as compensation to any person or persons who may be found on enquiry held 
undor the provisions of the said Act to be interested in the land hereinbefore mentioned. 

2. That the said Association will duirny and pay to the Local Government from itq 
funds the charges of and incidental to and tho cost oi the acquisition of the aforesaid 
land under the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act, 4 oi 1894. 

3. That upon the said Association having made the payments mentioned in the 
foregoing paragraphs Nos. 1 and 2 of this agreement the Local Government will forth- 
with in consideration of tho payment of the compensation and cost of acquisition 
aforesaid convey and grant to the said Association ail the aforesaid plots of land con- 
taining by admeasurement 1 bigha 3 biswas 7 biswansis 85 tiswansis, i.e,, 2 roods 37 
poles of land situate in the Meerut town and described and shown in the schedule and 
plan annexed hereto free from all incumbrances and occupancy rights and together 
with all rights easements and appurtenances thereto in tact or by reputation belonging 
or now or heretobefore enjoyed therewith to hold tho plots of land unto and to the use 
of the said Association. 

4. That the said Association will use the afoiesaid plots of land for the purposes oi 
constructing a School and Boarding House and other works connected with the said 
School and Boarding House. 

5. That the said Association will perpetually hold and enjoy the aforesaid plots of 
land and use the said plots of land for the puiposes hereby agreed upon.
